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Remarks 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 1 1-22, and 41-72 are pending and ready for further action on 
the merits. 

Claims 1 1-13, 18-22, and 63-72 stand allowed. 

Claims 47-60 were withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner. 

Claims 43-45 stand rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

Claims 1 and 41 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dobrev et al., Khimicheski Fakultet (1978). 

Reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

Amendments 

Claims 43-45 have been amended to clarify the claims. No new matter has 
been added by way of these amendments. 

Claims 43-45 - 35 USC 8 112, second paragraph 

Claims 43-45 are rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, for 
allegedly being indefinite. 

Applicants have amended claims 43-45 to remove any method steps in these 
composition claims. 

Withdrawal of the rejection is warranted and respectfully requested. 
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Claims 1 and 41 - 35 USC § 102(b) 

Claims 1 and 41 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dobrev . 

Applicants respectfully traverse. 

Contrary to the Examiner's statements, Dobrev does not disclose any 
compounds that fall within the scope of claim 1. Referring to claim 1, the compound 
of Formula (I) is disclosed.

as R 3 and R4 in the compound of Formula (I) in claim 1. The -NR^ group in 
Dobrev may be pyrrolidino, piperidino, morpholino, N'-methylpyrazolino, and - 
NMePh and does not include any of the substituted phenyl groups in R4. Thus, the 
-NRiR 2 group in Dobrev does not include any substituent within the scope of R4 in 
claim 1. Similar arguments apply to the -NRjR 2 groups in the compound of Formula 
(I) and (II) in Dobrev , (Formulas (I) and (II) are shown below).
